• As per independent claims 17, 18 and 25, amendment filed on 08/13/2007 
indicates the "operator determination unit", "identity modifier", "message 
former", and "message transmitter" are device elements [ i.e. hardware ]. In 
addition, the specification indicates the charging control unit 12 and formatter 10 
include storage database [ i.e. hardware ], as such, these functions are not 
software alone, and therefore, they are not rejected under 35 USC 101.
